- - Theceleſtial or heauenly doth conteyne 8 diſtin Orbes of ſtarces, of which the 
ſeauen former and neereſt to the earth are acributed tothe ſeauen planets , and the 
greater of theſe doth _ conteyne circularly the leſſer, & euery one of rhefe 
doth carry about one only ſtar or planet, but the eigth otherwiſe named the firma- 
ment ; conteyneth init ail the other ſtarres which are called fixed. | 

The ſtarry heauen or firmament conteyneth within his circumference all the fore- 
ſaid Orbes with their planets , and theſame againe vvith all the other inferior 

Orbesis embraced ofthe nynth heauen,which is called the tirſt moucablegby yvhoſe 
continuall reaolution all theſe 8 Orbes of ſtarres are caryed about , vpon the pole of 
the vvorld, from the eaſt, tothe weſt , in the ſpace of 24 howres : but the 8 inferiors 
onthe other parte arecuer caried continually aboutfrom the weſt vnto the eaſt, vypon 
other poles,calledthofe of the Zodiak.

The ſecond 
that which is vnder the great Cham Emperor of the Tartars, The thicd that which is 
occupied by the race of the Ottomans, vnder the fowrih is comprehended the king- 
dome of Perfia , gonerned by the Sophie, And the fifc & laſt parte is that which as of 
old ſayer ar thispreſeacir rerayneth the name of India, beeing deayded vnder the 
comaund of many pety Kinges, whereof diaersare tribataries;o the great Cham, 
And inthis parte is alfo conteyned the grear & mighty Fingdome of China, This parte

8 begining of the Mediteraneum ſea , comonly called the ſtraight of Gibraltar. 
On either ſyde this ſtraight are two moſte high mountaines,to wit , Gibraltar in 
Andaluzie whereof that itraight taketh name , and 4byla in Mauritenis, Theſe 
two mountaines are of many called the columnes of Hercules, yet there are that 
affirme the colamnes of Hercules to haue bin two pillers of braſle in the tem- 
ple of Hercules, which was in the lle of Gades,now called Cadiz, or Cales in which 
they ſay was grauen the charges which the building of the (aid temple did 
colte , howbeit the certainty is altogether vncertaine,whether the rwo pillers 
of Hercules were theſe two mounraines , or two artificial pillers of braſle. - 
This countrig of Andezulis is the moſte fertil parte of all Spahne , for aboun= 
dance of all ſores of fruits, & great plenty of other neceſlary thinges. -#**- 
The inhabitants are courteous & ciuil , 8 very opulent. It is repleniſhed 
with almoſte 200 fyne townes,but the great & ritch citic of Sjuilis the Chiefeſt 
citie of all this prouince . 
The name it hath of 4ndezalis is growne but by corruption , for the right 
name is Yendagulie, of the Vandals, that heere made there habication, when by 
rhe Gothes they were chaſed our of other partes « | 
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VALENCIA, 

He Kingdome of Falencis bordererh on the-eaſt ſyde ypon the Aediterravers 

ſea,8 is on all other ſydes enuyroned with other countries: of Speine, The 
chief citie of this realme is alſacalled'/glencie,& of this citie the whole country 
takech name.Some authors do witnes it receaued the name ofa Kingdome inthe 
yeare of our Lord. 162. There are two principal mountaines in this country, the 
one called Afariols, the other Pere Golafs, 'which do produce many ſortes of 
medicinal herbes,for which cauſe divers phiſitions & apothecaries repaire the- 
ther for 6mples. There js jd this copttry at a place called ia the ſpaniſh rongue 
Buriol, a\myne ;of filwer, And in a place called oder there are ſtones found 
ſtryped with golden yaiges, At the promontorie of Finitrat are certaine mynes 
of Tron,though of no aboundance. Abour Segorbie is a quarry our of which marble 
iutymes vaſt was taken 8 ſent to Rowe. In Pixcent Alablaſter is found, & in 
ſundry places great ſtore of Allum , Red-Oker , Lyme & Chalk. This country 
yeilderth fyne wool , which ( as is ſaid) cometh of the race of cotſold 1 heepe 
tranſported our of England into Spaine by licence of King Edvverd the fowrth in 
the fitr yeare of his raigne . There is great comoditie made in this country by 
the making of certaine earthen yeſlels which the Spagniards call Procellane . 

This country was long inhabited of the Moores, ynril at laſt King ſawes after a 
long fiege conſtrayned them toleaue thecirie of 7elencia,out of the which there 
departed at once more then fyfry thowſand in number, who caried with them 
all their riches,& left the qztie voyd,both of people and welth. There is not (as is 
thought) any coraer of the world ſo repleniſhed with goodly gardens, aboun» 
ding wich ſuch rare & excellent lowrgs & herbesas is this countric of /alenciaa 
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He Spagniardscall at this preſent this Ile Cadiz, & corruptly it is called 
Caliz. It is as dzuydedinto rwo partes, & fo ſeemerh two les. In the leſſer 
is now the Citie of Cales,& in the greater was Tulia Gaditana Anguſte , which as 
Strabo ſaith,was called N aples. The Cirieof Cales is now a Bil hops ſea. By 
moſte auncient authors it appeereth that this He was found out by the Phenitians, 
& others hold that after them the Geryons inhabited heere , whoſe cattel was 
taken away by Hircules. In this Ile was a temple of this Hercules , which for the 
founder & for Avtiquitie,religion,& riches, was very famous, This Church ſaith |, 
Mela is become holy becauſe the bones of Hercules are here buried. In the 
Temple of Hercules Ceeſar did behold: the piture of Alexender the great , as 
Seton telleth vs. There was a well which arful ſea yeilded ſalt water , and at 
the ebbe freſh. Sundry temples the pagans buylded in this He, as a'temple of 
Iupiter, a temple of Inno, a temple of Saturne, a temple of old age,& a temple of 
death, In theſe temples alters were erected to the Gods of the yeare, to 
monethly Gods, & to Arte & pouertie. 

The inhabitants of this prouince did in tymes paſt excel in nauigation , 8& 
they do not now degenerate from their ancerers, Thier chief comodities riſe of 
fale,8 fiſh . This wasthe laſt Te knownein the world , as antiquitie belieued. 
And there (they ſaid) the Sunne beeing weeried with running his dayly race 
deſcendedinto the Ocean ſea , & tooke reſt , & therefore this Ile is of Steins 
 calledrhe Sunnes bed, | |

'T} He realme of France (as now it is limitted) hath on rhe north ſyde the nar- 
row ſeas that deuyde it from England, weſtward it hath the weſt Ocean, in 
the ſouthweſt it ioyneth to Spaine, & direfthy ſouth it bordereth vpon the Medi- 
ferraneun ſes. On the Eaſtſyde ro begin from the ſourh downward vnto the 
north, it bordererh firſt vpon Sauoy, then on the Countie of Burgundie otherwiſe 
called La Franche Counte, 8 ſo along by Lorraine , ypon Luxembourg, Heualt,8 Artois, 

This goodly kingdome is aboundant in corneand wyne & al ſorres of frutes, 
hauing plenty of catrel and foule & wanteth not all other neceſſarie thinges, 
mynes it is not renowmed to haue ,yer is itmoſteritch & opnlent,beeing ſituate 
in the middeſt of the chief countries of Europe , & having trafike on all ſydes. 

It fhal not be needfal to fhevy the three parts wherein Ceafer recounterh 
it to haue bene deuyded of oldtyme , ſeeing both the Jimitts and inhabitants 
are {ince altered. At this preſent ir is deuyded into eight prouinees, which are 
ynder eight continual courtes of Paxlewent, The firſt is the prouince of France 
otherwiſe called the He of France, wherein the citic of Paricis firnaate, In which 
citie the firſt courte of parlament refideth. 

The fecond prouince is Langredoc , the parlament whereof is in Tholouſe. The 
third Gnieme, whoſe parlament is in Bourdeanz, Fhe fowrth is I ormandie, whoſe 
parlament is in Roan. The fiftis Bnrgandie , whoſe parlamentis Dyeon, The fixt 
1s Daupbiue ,whoſe partament is in Grenoble, The feauenth is Pronence, whole 
parlament isin 4ix. The eight is Britemie, whole parlament is in Renes,and vnder 
theſe eight prouinces all France is conteyned, & himitted for recours of iultice 
ynto theſe parlaments « 


CASCONTIRPL 
His prouince of Geſzomte is ſituate on the ſourhweſt ſydeof France reatching 
on theſaid ſyde ynto the Pirevey mountaines by the which France & Spaine 

are deuyded. Ontheeaſt ſydEichath Lenguedor and on the north Guienne and 

The people are valiant & warlyk. The country is very plentiful of all chinges, 
butitchiefly aboundeth in wyne, where with it not only ſeruerh ir felf, buc 


ſundry other countryes in Europe beſydes . 


Inthetyme of Carolus Magnus it was called the kingdome of Geſcony, In this 
country theſaid Charles the great. marching againſt the Seracins of Spaine did 
loſe in a bartaile forty thowſand men, in which batcaile his noble nephew the 
Earle Roland was flaine, This country was firſt fubdued vnro France by 
Pazobert the firſt of that name. In che yeare of '©ur lord 1x5 5- borh it and all 
Aquitaine came to bee ſubie& vnto the crowne of England through the mariage 
of King Henry the ſecond of that name , with Elinor daughter and heyr vnro 
V/illiam Duke of Aquitaine. And it wasloſtin the yeare. of qur lord 14.53.,in the 
21 yeare of che raigne of King Henry the fixt , ſoas itremayned ynder the 
obciangedf England abour 300 yeares e | 
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POICTOYV, 

His province of Povor , called in Latin Pifanis is deuyded imto two 

artes , to wit the Superior & Inferior , The vpper Poitow is that which 

ſtretcherh eaſt-ward towards the countries of Fowrs & Berry, the nether 
Poitor is that parte which weſtward extendeth-it ſelf ro the Ocean ſea . 

It is a country frutefull in Cerne & Cattel rich in wynes & furniſhed with 
great ſtore of fifh , And the great aboundance of wyld beaſtes & fowle , 
_ cauſe the delightfult ſportes of hunting & hauking to bee here much 
vied. 

The chief citie of this prouince is called Poitiers , having a notable vni- 
uerſicie chiefly for ſtydy of the Ciuit law , this citie is of great anriquirie 
as appeereth by the Thearre, Aquadudt, & monuments, which are there yer 
remalmng .

All which doth argue the great antiquitie of the-place , 
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= Dukedome of Saug, lieth at the ſoutheaſt end of France, & betweene France 
and {taly. In the tyme that Hannibal paſſed the. Alpesit was called the kingdome of 
Allobroges; fonamed of their King Allobrox, whoſe kingdome ſtretching further then 
Sawy now reatcheth comprehended alſo rhe prouince of Dauphine.

Many wyld beaſtes are harboured in theſe mountaines, as beares, & wolues 8&ce, 
there is alſo a kynde of gore whichclambring 8 {kipping vponthe rocks doth 
ofte help himſelf from falling by his hornes, where with hecatcheth hold, they 
beeing croked & bending forward, lyke vnto houkes. Hereareal(o certaine beaſtes 
called the myce of the Apes, beeing ordinarily as greatas conies , but having long 
tailes lyke vatoratres, here ate hates, thatare whyte in the winter 8 broune in ſomer.

This regions beeing warmefthen the other partes of that realme, doth yeild _ 
frutes accordingly , for beſydes vvheet which it yeildeth in allaboundance, it is 
full of Odoriferant trees , as of Orauges,Citrons,Oliues, Pomgranades & Figges, 8 full 
of meruelous faire Fineyards , the hedges are not of thorne or brambles but of 
Pomgranades & other frur-bearing trees, tothe end the very hedges ſhould yeild 
profit as wel as what is encloſed within them,the vnlaboured & waſte groundes 
of this countrie do-yeild meruelous plenty of R»ſmarie , Mirtle , Gineper and Sage. 
Pabne-treesare alſo growing here , which beare as good frures as in Africe , here 
groweth alſo Suger, Seffron ,& Rice. And here the pure ayre yeildeth the gentle 
purgatiue called Aden. . | 
Among the cities of name of this countrie Marſcilesis not the leaſt, for having 
the beſt hauen of all Fneice on the midland ſea. Here' is alſo the citie of Arles, 
heretofore much renowned, as alſo the citie of Aix. wherein the court of par- 
lament fos thac parte of France is holden.

Ais Dukedome (accompred to bee of Germanie, ) hath on the eaſt ſyde the 

country of A\ſſatia, in the ſouth the countie of Burgundy, in the welt Chams 
p4igne, & on the norch che Foreſt of Arden . It was hetetofore a kingdome , and 
called Au/trefte, but then extending it (elf much farther then it now doth. It 
tooke the name of Lorraine of Lotbarius nephew vanro Charles the great , & was 
annexed ynto the Empyre vnder O0thothe firſt, 

The country is hilly , but wanterh nothing neceſſary fog mannes vſe , It is 
furniſhed with cattel , & hath very good medowes & paſture groundes , it 
yeildeth corne & wyne. Ic hath mynes of Siluer, Tin , Copper, Iron & Lead, 
Pearles are found in ſome waters in the valley of vaguy. The pretious ſtone 
called the Calcedany, with ſundry other ſtones of woorth are here tomid , as alſo 
azure, More-ouer here is exceeding pure whyte ſalt , which is ſaidto yeild 
yearly vnco the Duke (all charges borne) 100000 Franckes. 

There is a lake about 14 leagues in compas wherein (amonge other ſortes of 
fiſh ) are carpes of exceeding (weet taſte , comonly of three foote long & one 
foote large this Lake beeing fiſhed euery three yeares doth yeild ſomuch char it 
maketh in yearly value vnto the Duke 16000 Franks. |

VERMANDOITIS 


Ermandois is almoſt enuyroned with Picardy , ſaue that-on the one ſyde 
chereof it ioyneth ypon Artois and Cambreſy. Itis a litle prouince , but the 
name is of antiquitie,& the people thereof were of old called Yeromandui. 

The chief rowne hereof is called S. Quintins , which was long ſince called 
Auguſta Peromanduorum howbeit one author (ſaith that theſaid Augu/ta was two 
myles from the rowne of S. Quintines,and was fince called the Abbey of YVermond. 

This was wontto bee a Bit hopryke,but S.Medard the fourteenth Biſhop of 
Fermandeis tranſlated that feat vnto Noyon, in the yeare 524 when the Yandales 
came into France. | : 

©hillip the ſecond King of Spaine tooke this towne by force of armes, in the 
yeare 1557 With great diſcomfiture & loſle of the French men. 

In this country of Yermandois two notable riuers haue there begining & the 
one not far from the other. The one is the riuer of Somme , which paſſin 
through Picardie falleth into the ſea at S.Yaleries. The otheris the river of Shell, 
which paſſing through Cambrefs & Tourney , into Flannders , cometh ynto 
Antwerp, & {o downe into Zealand,is there receaned into the ſea.

The ſoile is exceeding fruteful, 8& aboundanrin all chinges , as corne,wyne, 

»fiCh , & all ſorres of excellent frutes, - BY nr, Gt 
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j & His countrie is wholy onthe welt ſyde & partly on the north a_— 
{ydes ioyned ynto the Alpes , and is the firſt plaine & euen ground that 
beginneth at the foore of thoſe mountaines , & therefore rightly hath the 
name of Piemont : weſtward it ioyneth ynto the ſtate of Milan , & is accompted 
as 2 parte of Lombardy, 

Icis a very pleaſant & frutefal ſoyle-, yeilding good corne & wyne , & 
aboundance of other neceſſary thinges, for humaine ſuſtenance, 

The chief cirtieis called Turin , called heretofore Auguſta T aurinorum, it is 
very faire & beaucifyed with goodly buyldings, conteyning both the court of 
the Prince (whoalfo is duke of Sazoy)rhe court of Parlament , and the vniuer- 
fitie . There are beſydes this citrie ſundry otherfyne townes , ſtrong caltles, & 
mary villages. Abour a quarter of an Italian myle from the cirtie of Turin 
runneth the famous riuer of Po, which in tymes paſt was called Padus Fridonnus,

'Tr> rerritorie of Roome long tyme ſince called Latum,is by diuers authors diuerſly 
limitred , but Leander begtnneth iron the eaſt ſyde with the river Liris, weſtward 
with the Tiber & Avnien, & noorthward with the Appenynes. This prouince hath bin 
the beginning of thegreatnes of Italy , & the place that hath brought foorth and 
foſtered the greateſt princes of the woild. 

The region is fratefal & watered with ſundry rivers, diuerscitties ithath, but 
the cittie of Roome not only of this territorie bur of all the cirties of the world hath 
atchicued the greateſt reputation, It was firſt builded by Romulas in the yeare 
before the birth of Chriſte 75 1. It hath conteyned within it 7 hilles, and rhe circuit 
thereof as ſaith Plinie was zo myles, & che carrie & ſuburbes had 24 gates. There 
werealfo 734 towres abour it, & in them were the garriſons loged. 

Now inour tyme1s theciruit of the cittie only 13 myles & it hath ſome 365 
tOWres. | 

Throngh the diuers deſtructions of this cittie it hath bin mightely altered , & the 
very forme & faſlion thereof wholy changed as alſo rhe nnmber of hilles which in 
tymeof the heathen Emperors were named & teconed to bee in old Roome , yet the 
river of Tiber (as of 01d) doth ſtil hold his courſe through thus cittie. 

There are now to bee ſeene many moſte goodly Pallaces, faire Churches, & old 
ruyncs ,the which ruynes do yer carty in them a certaine maicſticall ſhew of thar 
glotic which io tymes paſt hath bene 1n this place. The reſidence of the Pope 1s in this 
cirtie & hischicf Pallace aioyneth vnto the great Church of S.Peeter. Be 1ydes all the 
Chorches,& monaſteriesin Rome,ther are more hoſpitalles & places where all tortes 
of lick & difealed pertvns arc relicued then in apy other cituie inall chultcadome,

The ſoile is pleaſant 8 fertile , yeilding corne, wyne , oyle , & other frutes, 
The places towards the ſea coaſt comonly called Maremma are not held ſo good, 
by reaſon ofthe ilnes of the ayre, & are therefore the lefſe inhabited. 

The cittie of Siena whereof the territory taketh name is very ancient , and 
ynto Plinie , Tacitus , & Ptolomey, was not vnknowne. Not only the gentlemen 
but the gentlewomen alo of this cittie are very ſtudious (more then ordinarily 
they are in other partes of raly) and in their owne tongue delighted in the 
reading of books of philoſophy. 

In tymes paſt this territory was of larger boundes, & the inhabitants main- 
tained great warr againſt the florentines , but at thispreſentir is ſubie& ynts

T His territorie is confyned in the north weft with-chat of Florence, ſouthweſt 
With that of Oraiets , northeaſt with that of Yrbine , & ſouth welt , with the

It ſeemeth a farr of to be but a barren ſoile; but itis both fertil & pleaſant, 
full of rownes & villages,& theayre very good. - Through the middeſt of this 
region runneth the riuer of Tiber; &.not farr from this river ( vpon a hill ) is the 
cittie of Perugia, whereof the whoſe terricorie taketh name: itis aſtrong cittie, 
& beautified with many faire edificies; as well citizeus how ſes as churches ; & 
in this cittie was borne the great & learned lawyer Baldus, ' 

The Lake of Perugia of the ancients called Lacs Traſymenas , is a very pleaſant 
lake , itis large & round in compas, not having any iſſue foorth of it , and ir 
yeildeth aboundance of good fiſt,burtthe taking fifa thereout from Eaſter ynto 
the firſt of Nouember is prohibired,ro the erid the.encreaſe of theſame bee ſtil 
maintayned: about this lake are many Caſtles & villages, & one among the reſt 
of the villages is called Offais , where ſomtyme the Romens were by Hanibal 
ouerthrowne , and this place ſeemeth to haue the name of Ofiaie by -reaſon of 
the bones of the there-killed Fomanes. 

The lake conteyneth in circuit about 27 Italian myles, & in it are three Nands 
two whereof are. inhabited, with fiſhermen. There groweth about the Lake

The rowne of Oriueto (which giueth appellation to the whole territorie) is 
fituate vpon a high rocky mountaine;it is vnwalled, bur yet fortified by nature 
through the ſtrength of the place whereon ir is buyle. Ithath a very faire 
Church , the ſtone ofthe windowes thereof beeing tranſparent ſo as rhe ſonne 
is ſcene through them. vg; - 

There is among other imagery within theſaid Church the creation of Fue 
of a rib of the ſyde of Adam, which is held for (o rare a pece of woorck that no 
hand of man 'may amend it, The riuer Pogis runneth cloſe by the rock of 
Orineto , & afterward entreth into the Tiber. Neere vnto Orineto lieth the 
mounte Pelio , which Leander weeneth to haue taken name of the Pely, which 
fromthe mount Pelione in Theſſahie came here to inhabite.

pho Longobardes after their many victories in 7 appointed fix rulers, 

whereof fowre were dukes , namly , of Benenento , Spoleto ,Turino and Friuli, 
the ewo other were March graues,the one of 41cone,the other of Trenigi:and hereof 
it cometh that this prouince fomryme called Picenum is now named Marca de 
Ancona , for Marck in duitſh betokeneth a limited prouince , & this on the ealt 
ſyde is limited by the river Tronto, on the ſouth by the high Apenyzes , on the 
north by the Adriatk ſea , & by Fomagna in the welt. 

The cittie of Avcona whereof the territorie taketh name lieth on the ſea 
aforeſaid, hauing a very good hauen- The whole countrie is very fruteful , it 
is ſtored with Orange & oliue trees, & faire vineyards , & for the woorthynes 
of the foile it is to bee accompted among the beſt partes of 7ealy. 

Betwene the towne of Reccena!o & the ſea ſomwhat on a hilly place is the 

amous church of our lady of Lawetv, &-in this church ſtandeth the hows (as 
Leander writeth) wherein the bleſſed virgin dwelt when ſhe receaued the ſalu- 
tation of the Angel Gabriel. This church is wonderfully enriched through the 
gifts my princes & other people that fromdiuers places do come thether 
on Pilgrimage. | 

In the Appenyne hilles ( whichin this prouinceare higher then in the other 
prouinces of Zaly where they extend) there isagrotte ordepe caue where it is

and at the ſouth end thereof isthe cittie of Como (ituated. About the middeſt of 
this lake ic extendeth as it were an arme towards the ealt. The riuer of Adde 
paſſeth through ir, & as it were (wimming ouer the owne water of the lake. 

There lieth within it an Iland called Comacina , which in former tyme hath 
had a ſtrong fortreſle , wherein che og of Lombardy were wont to kepe their 
trealure & iewels , as in a place of good ſecuricie.

'A T the fartheſt &-ſoutheaſt end of Traly lieth this kingdome of Naples, the limits 
whereof are inthe welt the riyuer Tron, inthe north the Adritatyk ſea, the (ea 
of Siciliain the ſouth,and the Imiſhſeainthe eaſt. And herein areencloſed beſydes 
a parte of Latium, $ of the gogdlieſt regions of Traly, as namely Terradi Laura, 
Baſilicata , Calabria inferiore , Calabria ſuperiore , Terra d Ctranto , Terra de Barri , Puglia Piana 
and Abruz20, : 

The country generally is mountanous yetare therealſo plaine & euen fieldes 8 
faire rigers, it1s very frateful , yeilding aboundanceof all neceſlaries , ir hath alſo 
faire havens, as Gaeta , Taranto, Naples and Brindiſo, ES 

If we look into the hiſtories of former ages wee ſhal not ſee any knowne kingdome 
inthe world , that hath ſeemed more vnforunate then this, haning bene as it were the 
very butte whereat fortune hath ſhot her ſharpeſt-hedded arrowes, heer haue the 
Romanes , the Gothes, the Longobards , the Greekes, the Saracins , the Normannes , the 
Frenchmen 6 Spagmards , at ſegerall tymes, had their ſeucral dominations.

V Pon theriuer of Zoyre & about the midway betwene Orleans 8& Amboys lieth 
the cittie of Blois , whereof the territorie about it is accordingly named, 

The (olle is very fruteful ,eſpetially in corne, and & the ayre ſo holeſome that 
ſundry noblemen beeing fſickly;haue bene by their phiſitians aduyſed to gp 8 
live for che recouery of their health in thiscirtie or territorie: for which caulz of 
holeſomnes of the ayre divers kinges of france haue not only here much reſy- 
ded , but haue made it the nurcery or place for the bringing vp of their children. 

The cittie of Blois is very ancient, & at a place called Orch:ze which is about 
two leagues from it; was ſometyme Ceaſers Mogafin ,or the place of prouiſion of

It taketh the name of Fraxce(as Andrew Thener teeth vs)becaufe rhe Franckes(or Franch 
men) that came out of Germany(when France had the name of Gahia & the 1nhabirants 
were called Gaules) did here - make'their firlt ſerled *abode, & theur chiefs did heer 
begin to take vponthem the tytles of kinges. 

The countrie is aboundant iu graine, & yeildeth exceeding ſtore of poultrie & 
other comodities. About the cittie of Pariseſpetialy towards Mount martyr that kynde

This exceeding great & moſte famouseitic (alſo called Lwetia) took the name

This vaiuerſitic was erected by Charles the great,at the folicitation of Alcwnus, who was 
ſcholer vmto Venerable Bede, and afterward preceptor ynto this Emperor,and with other 
learned men came out of England vnto Paris;and there in the ſtreetes demaunded yf 
any would buy wiſdome,offr1ng co ſel it them for the gining of them a place wherein 
tovrieerit. [hiscitue is the ch.cf ſeat & reſidence of the Kinges of France &the,.court 
of Parlament. About leagues from hence isthe towne of S.Denis, where in'a goodly 
I the ſepulchres and monuments ofthe ancient Kinges of France ac to 
ce ſcene. 
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& þ His prouince long fince a parte of the kingdome' of the .Allobropes , hath 
on the northſyde thereof the rerritorie of Lions ; on which ſyde lieth the 
bale or low parte of Daupbiney, whereof the cittie of Yiewna is the chief, on the 
welt ſyde ir is bordered with theR koſne, on theealt itioynerh to Saxvy, & on the 
ſouth vnro Progence': & this partes called high Dauphiney, &'the merropolicane 
cittie thereof is Embrun: howbeir Grenoble is the parlamental & capitall cittie of 
the whole countrie.Itis ſaid that neere ynto this citrieis a fountaine out of the 
which their iſſueth both fyre & water the which is a moſte wonderful woork 
of nature , & incomprehenſible to all philoſophers. In the Mountaines not far 
from this aforeſaid cittie is the great & chief hows ofthe Carthiſians who take 
their name of thoſe cold & ſnowie mountaines of Carthufia, The people of 
Oauphiney beeing annexed ynto the crowne of France, not by war or conquelt; 
but by amitiezhaue obtayned co accept no gouernour but of the blood royal 
of that realme, 5 
The country.in-ſome places is very fertil yeilding ſtore of corne & wyne , 8& 
the moſte infertil places do yeild great aboundance of cheſt-nurs with the 
which both cattel 8 people-arenouriſhed, & fo aboundant theyare in cattel 
thac they are able ro furniſh therewith other aioyning prouinces. 
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THE_.'SIGNIORIE 'of FLORENCE. 


T3 Signjorie of Florence the chief parte 'of Tuſcaneis in the hare-of Traly,& inthe 
middelt. thereof 1s the titche & beautiful cittic of Florence. Iothis cirrie in the 
yeare 1464 died Coſmode Medicis a woorſhipfal citizen thereof, from whome the Dake 
that now poſſeſſeth both the cittie & countrie and his rare are deſcended. 
This Coſmo for his great wiſdome welth & credit was ſuch ;that ir may be thought 
therewas neuer any priuate rmian (to wit without ſome tytle of honor) to be vnto him 
compared. Thecittic of Florence by the goodly edifices which therin heerefted hath 
bin gteatly beautified. The moſte faire & C amptuous Charch of S. Laurence he there 
builded, as alſo the Church of S. Mark, & the monaſteric of S.Yerdiana, He built for 
himſelf ſo faire a dwelling howsthar the beſt maſters in ArchiteFuredo ad mytreit.Inthe 
Feſulian billes ice builtthe monaſterie of S. Hierome; and another called the Abbadia « 
in Mzelohe built a monaſtecie of S. Francis. Uti Freſoli Carregi Cafayolo 8 Tribio , 40" in 
thecquntry-thereabouts) he builc 4 magnifical palaces , and in Teruſalem he built an 
hoſp alforpilgrims. He endued rd monaſteries which he fonnded with competent 
land renenyes , & the churches with veſſels of gold & filuer , faire hanginges, 
goody paintinges 8& ornamencs &c, His ſonne after his death peruſing his bockes of 
accompts.,did fynd thatthere was. ſcaifly found any one cuizen that was not one 
way or othez. in. his dcþt And notwithſtanding his grcatopulence hedid notin 
his porre or WPparel beare himieIf otherwiſe then the other citizens, neither maricd 
hee his children or kinffolks birt amovg bis neighbours & fellow £11 xels.; 
Is much [choughtgoot40 ad in this place by. occafion of this faire cittie of 
Florence which-is {o-ancient *that the name thereof was not viknowne to Taritus 
Frocopiies Agathias & other ancientauthors. Touching the loile” & countric becaulcit 
ls alredy ſpoken of in this epitome (in the deicripiion of Tulcaue it 15 2cur Omanted; 
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Pulia otherwiſe calied-Ferra di Orranto,jis the furtheſt eaſt end of Traly & 
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Here are alfo certaine water-ſerpents and gras- wormes that poiſon and deſtroy 
the thinges which they rouch. .

Tarentumintymes paſt was a towne of this province, firutated betwene 2 armes 
ofthe; ſea, & thought impregnable. Calliopolis ſtanderh vpon ® promontorie 
ſtrerehing qut into the ſeaz with fo narrow a paſſage vnto it in ſome places that 
2 cartes caniiot- pas together in front. Hydruntum which hath a good hauen is 
thoaght rohane +binin rymes paſt the Metropolitaine cittie of all this Peninſals. 
Brindez;iis al(o agood & comodions hanen-rowne the haven whereof is chained 
vp euvery night with 2 chaynes of Iron, faſtened ynto the rockes that are on 
either ſyde, 
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N the north fea ſouth from Grozelaxd lieth the le of Iſclaxd, fo called becauſe ime 
mediately beyond itthe Li ex is accompted to begin. :

They are ſabie&t vmtothe King of Deumark,, who yearly ſenderh them a gouernor. 
There Biſhop (who is of the Latheran religion) they hane ingreat reuerence. 

They delighrexceedingly in ſonges of the valiantactesof their fore fathers, and 
cuery where inthe ſtony rockes the doughty deedes of their predeceſſors are grauen 
& carued.Sundry of their hilles ace ſo high that they are alwayes couered with ſnow, 
yea ſomtymesrhe ſnow may bee ſeene on the ropofthe hil when rhe foor af it bur- 
neth in flame; of theſe the hil Hedla is the chief & iclicth onthe weſt fyde of the lie. 
Thereare alſo 2 other burning hilles , the one is called Croſberg, 8& the other Helgaand

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Eyond the fartheſt continent caſtwarg of all Aſa & oucr againſt China; lierb the 

lle of Tapponia-or Tapan , it conteyneth inlengrh abow#-400 englith myles, & 18 
bredth in ſome places bur 20, & where it1s largeſt not aboue 60. 

Itisdeuyded into z/ partes ,the ficlt whereof conteyneth z kingdomes,to wit , of 
Maaco &| Amaguco. In thit ſgcond part ate alſo z kingdomes whereof Buyyi the princi- 
pal of al; is one ,& Figen 1s another. The third parre is deuyded into fowre provin« 
ces & lieth berwene the ather two partes : and in the kingdomes aforefatd are many 
ſeucrallgogernments.. ,The lle is hilly & ſomwhar- cold; & rather vnfrutefal then 
frutefulin diners places, Howbeit in ſome plac''s they gather in'theirgraine in the 
moneth of May, and their rice in the moneth of September, they make no bread of 
their corne zbara kynde of portage. - ; | 

They haue neither oyle vor bacter , beaſtes they hane both wyld & rame , but they 
eat the fleſh of the wyld rather thenof the came: they haue a kynde of auerſion from 
much feedivg on fleſh & therefore their greateſt {uſtenance is ryce & herbes , tiſh 
they alſ>ear ,& the fat of fiſh ſerueth chem 1n ſeed of oyle or butcer. 

wo mountaines jinthislle exceed all the other ,the one in wonderful heigth, 
reatching aboue the cloades the other in caſting foorth flaming fyre. 

Manyoftheſe people haueof late yeares (through the preaching of the lefuirs)
